United States Senator from New York 


Former Commufioner of Health, New York City 


r-riHESE arc the days we walk In the fields and 


I woods. 
We seek wild flowers and wonder about 


the plants and vines we see. It ia Rood for us to 


be abroad and we arc happy in onr outings. 


Fortunately, there are few plants that are poison- 


ous. In our country, North and South, East and West, 
the most common of these is the so-called "poison ivy." 


The scientific name ia "rims toxicodendron." It is 


sometimes referred to UK "poison oak." 


This plant may be like a little shrub, two or three 


feet hiph, or it rnny stand up to the height of a man's 
head. When it finds (something to lean upon, such as 
a stone wall or a tree, it grows as a vine. In a few 


years it will cover to the very top a great dead tree. When left to itself, 
the trunk of the vino may become as thick as your forearm.
